Boy, 3, killed In 
two-car crash

A TODDLER died when his 
father's car was involved in 
a head-on crash. 

The three-year-old, Henry 
James Blacklock, from Red Lodge, 
was a passenger in a white 
Renault Clio which was in 
collision with a black Jaguar X- 
type car on the B1063 Ashley Road 
in Newmarket on Saturday. 

A doctor and paramedics battled 
to revive the boy at the scene but 
they were unable to save his life. 

The boy’s father, a 42-year-old 
man from Newmarket, had to be 
freed from the wreckage by 
firefighters. 

They cut the roof off the car and 
used a hydraulic ram to push back 
the crushed dashboard area of the 
car. 

He was taken to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital with multiple leg fractures 
and other injuries. His condition 
was later described as stable. 

The driver of the Jaguar, a 30- 
year-old man from Newmarket, 
escaped with minor injuries. 

He was later questioned by 
Cambridgeshire police after being 
arrested on suspicion of causing 
death by dangerous driving.

MEMBERS of a community church 
spent a night in their cars to raise 
money for the charity Christians 
Against Poverty. 

Nine members of Newmarket 
Community Church spent a chilly 
night outside the church in 
Studlands Park Avenue. 

The event also helped to 
publicise a forthcoming course by 
Christians Against Poverty which is 
due to be held in Newmarket. 

Tony Hodge, pastor of the 
community church, said: “To sleep 


in our cars in the company of 
friends for one night was 
uncomfortable but fun. 

“To have to do this night after 
night would be quite depressing. 

Yet this is the lot of many folk in the 
UK made homeless or in the throes 
of marital breakdown brought 
about by debt.” 

He said the CAP money course 
which starts at the church on 
Thursday, November 4, was open 
to people of all faiths - or none - 
who have problems managing 


money or have debts they can’t 
shake off. 

Mr Hodge said: “If we can help 
people get on top of their money 
perhaps some will be spared the 
indignity of having to sleep in their 
cars.”

He was later 
released on bail to 
return to Parkside 
police station on 
December 1. 

The family of 
three-year-old 
Henry have paid 
tribute to their “little 
boy, with a big 
heart”. 

His mother Clare 
Seager, and his 
family said in the 
statement: “Henry 
was a little boy with 
a big heart, who was, and is, loved by 
everyone who knew him. For a three- 
year-old lad he didn’t know the meaning 
of fear or danger. 

“Henry was a boy that everyone who 
ever met him immediately took to. He 
even had the binmen laughing, especially 
when he would run out with his own bin 
lorry and say ‘look, me got one of those’. 

“Henry loved playing with his trucks, 
tractors and lorries. He would quickly 
make friends with people he met and just 
loved life and everyone. 

“Henry was a really bright and 
intelligent little boy who was always 
smiling and seemed to know everything. 

“His biggest fans were his cousins, Ellie- 
Mae and Olivia, his aunts and uncles and 
his brother and sisters, Jack, Lilly and 
Jasmin.” 

Cllr Peter Cresswell, who represents 
Cheveley on East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, said: “I’m terribly sorry to hear 
about this. It’s particularly tragic when a 
boy of just three has lost his life. 

“I would urge people to consider others 
more when driving and take particular 
care on roads like this between villages 
which are subject only to the national 
speed limit.” 

The collision was one of a spate of fatal 
and serious injury crashes in the region at 
the weekend. 

An investigation into the crash, which 
happened at 7.10pm on Saturday, is con¬ 
tinuing and anyone with information

New street signs appear 
- but with wrong names

NEW SIGNS advertising 
shops in side streets 
have been installed in a 
£10,000 scheme. 

But they have immediately 
faced controversy after they 
appeared with the wrong 
council names on them. 

The four signs have been 
installed in Newmarket High 
Street as part of the town 
council’s efforts to tidy up the 
area and remove a “clutter” of 
advertising boards. 

Forest Heath District 
Council and Suffolk County 
Council contributed to the 
scheme. But they are wrongly 
shown as “town councils” on 
the sign. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst, who 
chairs the town council’s 
community services com¬ 
mittee and is a member of the 
district council, said the signs 
would be changed to show the 
correct council names. 

He said the correct council 
names had been sent to sign 
manufacturer, Signs of the 
Times. 

He said: “I’m a very 
pragmatic person. Sometimes 
things go right and sometimes 
there’s an odd thing that goes 
wrong. It’s a small thing.”

SIN LANE SHOPS 
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Some retailers remain 
unhappy that they could now 
face legal action for putting 
out advertising A-boards. 

Action over boards was 
suspended by the councils 
until after the new signs were 
installed. 

It is now expected that 
council officials will begin a 
programme of enforcing 
planning and highways 
regulations which could result 
in offending signs being 
seized. 

Since the start of the 
controversy nearly two years 
ago, as part of the Clean Up 


Newmarket campaign, some 
shops have obtained planning 
permission for their adver¬ 
tising signs and will not be 
affected by any legal action. 

The four official signs have 
been installed showing shop 
names in Old Station Road, 
Rous Road, Sun Lane and 
Wellington Street. 

Traders pay an annual fee of 
around £350 to have their 
names on the boards. 

Cllr Hirst said: “We are 
trying to improve the look of 
the High Street. You have got 
to do something to improve 
the town.”

Bank fraud man ordered to pay £120k or stay in jail 


A FORMER bank manager has been 
ordered to pay £120,000 or face an 
extra 18 months in jail. 

Jason Benham, 37, is already 
serving a four-year sentence 
imposed in April for frauds totalling 
£300,000 which were committed 
while he was a manager at a 
Mildenhall bank. 

Now he has been ordered to pay 
over remaining assets in the next six 


months or face extra jail time. 

Judge John Holt, sitting at Ipswich 
Crown Court, made a confiscation 
order under the Proceeds of Crime 
Act after hearing that Lloyds TSB, 
who Benham worked for, had 
reimbursed customers who were 
the victims of the frauds. 

Benham, of Paynes Lane, Feltwell, 
Norfolk, is currently serving his 
sentence at an open prison in 


Norfolk and is released three times 
a week to carry out community 
work. 

The court heard previously that 
he had worked at Norwich Crown 
Court as part of his sentence. 

The frauds were committed over 
three years when Benham used 
customers’ accounts to apply for 
loans in their name and siphon off 
the cash. 


He used customers he knew were 
unlikely to check their accounts. 
The court heard previously that 48 
separate customers had been 
affected by the frauds. 

Benham was jailed after 
admitting six specimen charges - 
five of fraud by abuse of his position 
and one of obtaining a money 
transfer by deception between June 
2005 and November last year.

Woman hurt in 
two-car crash 

A WOMAN was taken to 
hospital with suspected 
neck injuries after a two-car 
crash in which a lamp-post 
was knocked down. 

The woman, aged 64, was 
injured in the crash in Oaks 
Drive, Newmarket, near the 
Burger King restaurant just 
after 9.30pm on Monday 
night. 

The crash involved a red 
Citroen and Volkswagen Fox. 
The woman was taken to 
West Suffolk Hospital, Bury 
St Edmunds, but her injuries 
were not thought to be life- 
threatening. Ambulance 
crews also tended another 
person at the scene who 
complained of chest pain. 
Council highways engineers 
were called to deal with the 
lamp-post. 

Tractor driven 
from farmyard 

A BALACLAVA-clad thief 
drove off a tractor from a 
farmyard. 

The Volvo tractor was stolen 
from an open barn off the 
B1112 at Icklingham. The 
thief was spotted driving 
away and the tractor was 
found later about three miles 
away off the B1112 at Old 
Field Road, Eriswell.

Village school head 
leaves as Ofsted 
rates it ‘inadequate’ 


SPECIAL measures have 
been brought in at a 
village school after 
government inspectors 
said it was failing to give 
pupils an acceptable 
standard of education. 

Teaching at Kettlefields 
primary school, Dullingham, 
was rated “inadequate” by 
inspectors from Ofsted - the 
Office for Standards in 
Education. 

The inspection was carried 
out in September and 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council said action is already 
being taken to address the 
problems. 

The former head Carol 
Meek has left and a 
temporary head has taken 
her place. 

Gayle Gorman, the county 
council’s director of learning, 
said: “Work has already 
started on addressing the

issues raised in this report - 
many of which had already 
been identified. 

“Key senior leadership 
appointments are currently 
being addressed, while 
enhanced monitoring from 
the county council will 
continue. 

“We are confident that this 
sustained support and 
monitoring will enable the 
school to raise standards and 
deliver the quality of 
education children and their 
parents expect and deserve.” 

In the report, inspector 
Michael Sheridan, said he 
found some examples of 
“highly effective” teaching 
but overall it was inadequate 
because children were not 
making adequate progress. 


He said: “Where teaching is 
good, pupils display very 
positive attitudes and 
behaviour. 

“In these lessons, pupils are 
well engaged and eager to do 
well. 

“They are articulate, think 
deeply and show excitement 
in their learning.” 

The school has more than 
100 pupils from nearby 
villages south of Newmarket. 

Mr Sheridan said the 
school’s governing body was 
extremely eager to contribute 
to the success of the school, 
but had been overwhelmed 
by the task at hand. 

They said leadership 
continued to struggle 
through a crisis of 
confidence. 

He said in his report: 
“Communication at times has 
been weak and this has 
further exacerbated the 
situation. 


Leaders, including the 
governing body, recognise 
this and some staff and 
parents report a feeling of ‘a 
new beginning’ this term.” 

Inspectors identified 
several areas for improve¬ 
ment. 

They urged the school to 
ensure the quality of teaching 
and support leads to pupils 
making consistently good 
progress, increase the 
capacity of leaders, improve 
behaviour and regain the 
confidence of parents and 
staff. 

■ Police are investigating a 
playground brawl at the 
school as an incident of anti¬ 
social behaviour. 

Officers have been called in 
to investigate a report that a 
boy was grabbed around the 
neck and kicked in the shins. 

The incident is reported to 
have happened during 
September.

YOUNG visitors to Newmarket’s 
National Horseracing Museum 
had the chance to draw the 
skeleton of one of the top 
racehorses of the last century. 

Hyperion, who died in 1960 at 
the age of 30, won the Derby and 
the St Leger before going on to be 
one of the top stallions whose 
descendants are still winning 
races. 

His skeleton has been 
displayed at the museum in the 
High Street since last year where 
it has been loaned by the Animal 
Health Trust.

A11 upgrade saved 
but A14 plans axed

THE £140 million 
scheme to upgrade the 
A11 was saved from the 
axe in the Govern¬ 
ment's spending review. 

The long awaited plan to 
make the nine-mile stretch 
between Barton Mills and 
Thetford into a dual 
carriageway has been the 
subject of a hard-fought 
battle by campaigners. 

It is the last remaining 
single-carriageway section 
of the road and has been the 
scene of a number of fatal 
and serious injury crashes. 

Matthew Hancock, West 
Suffolk MP, said: “This is 
excellent news for the 
people of East Anglia, and 
reflects the efforts of many 
people over many, many 
years. 

“It is good for residents, 
good for business and good 
for the growth of this area. I 
am delighted that the 
Government has wisely 
decided to fund this hugely 
important scheme, whose 
benefits will be twenty times 
the cost. This is an example 
of a government spending 
scheme which will create 
jobs and growth and hugely 
improve the quality of life 
for local people and the 
economic prospects of the 
region.” 

Following the announce¬ 
ment, Mike Penning, the 
Minister for Transport, 
visited the road with Mr 
Hancock. He met local 
campaigners at the Elveden 
Estate tea rooms. 



Work on the road is 
expected to start next year. 

But the revamp of the A14 
has been blown away by 
George Osborne. 

The Chancellor has axed 
the £1.3 billion widening 
scheme between Ellington 
and Fen Ditton - and 
speculation is now mount¬ 
ing that it may resurface as a 
privately funded toll road. 

The Department for 
Transport said: “The roads 
programme includes one 
individual scheme which is 
estimated to cost over £1 
billion to build - the A14 
Ellington to Fen Ditton 
scheme. 

“We recognise that this 
corridor faces severe con¬ 
gestion, and that mobility 
along the route is critical for 
economic success and 
growth. However, the curr¬ 
ent scheme is simply 
unaffordable under any 
reasonable future funding 
scenario. The department is 
therefore withdrawing the 
current scheme. 

“We will undertake a 
study to identify cost- 
effective and practical 



proposals which bring 
benefits and relieve 
congestion - looking across 
modes to ensure we develop 
sustainable proposals. 

“This approach will also 
provide an opportunity for 
the private sector to play its 
part in developing schemes 
to tackle existing problems 
in the corridor.” 

Transport campaigners, 
including the Campaign for 
Better Transport, had earlier 
speculated that the A14 
scheme might be rekindled 
as a privately funded toll 
road, and the Department 
for Transport statement 


confirmed that involving the 
private sector is a possibility 

A14 campaigner John 
Bridge, chief executive of 
Cambridgeshire Chambers 
of Commerce, said: “The 
Department for Transport 
has clearly put a price on 
economic success and 
growth for our region and 
has already decided it’s not 
willing to pay it, despite the 
Eastern region making the 
third highest returns to the 
Exchequer in the country. 

“George Osborne’s 
rhetoric about supporting 
business growth and 
instilling the confidence

needed for businesses to 
invest is meaningless when 
the Department for 
Transport itself admits that 
the route ‘faces severe 
congestion, and that 
mobility along the route is 
critical for economic success 
and growth’. 

Cambridgeshire county 
councillor Roy Pegram, 
cabinet member for growth, 
infrastructure and strategic 
planning, said: “The loss of 
the A14 upgrade is not only 
a blow to Cambridgeshire 
but to the Eastern region as 
a whole and indeed the 
country, and will have a 
significant impact on the 
ability to keep the comm¬ 
unity and the business 
economy on the move.” 

The A14 revamp involved 
a new 23-mile road (37km) 
with a new dual carriageway 
between Ellington and Fen 
Drayton with three lanes in 
each direction, except 
between Ellington and the 
Al, where only two lanes 
were proposed.

‘Mystifying’ 
decision on 
helicopter 
medics 

DEDICATED volunteer doctors 
are set to be excluded from air 
ambulance flights after a charity 
decided to privatise the service. 

About 50 doctors, including 
expert consultants from 
Addenbrooke’s, currently 
donate their time free of charge 
to fly to emergencies in 
Cambridgeshire in Anglia 2, an 
air ambulance funded by the 
East Anglian Air Ambulance 
(EAAA). 

But the Norwich-based 
charity has decided to ditch the 
volunteer medic scheme 
provided by Magpas Helimedix 
since 2007. Instead, it has 
employed EMSC, a private firm 
which runs air ambulances 
services in London and Essex, to 
provide doctor services on a 
commercial basis. 

Anglia 2 will also move from 
RAF Wyton to Marshall Airport 
in Cambridge, where it can use 
a hangar for maintenance, 
cleaning and other services. 

But the decision to replace 
the Magpas Helimedix doctors 
has been branded “mystifying” 
by its chief operating officer 
Daryl Brown. 

He said: “Magpas has been 
providing doctors free of charge 
on the Air Ambulance since 
2007.1 can’t see why they want 
to employ a private firm to run 
this service at a much higher 
cost. 

“We do not believe the people 
of the East of England, who so 
generously donate to support 
their air ambulances, would 
approve of this proposed use of 
charity resources.” 

However, Steve Whitby, 
EAAA’s deputy chief executive, 
said: “We have never had any 
concerns over clinical 
standards, but we are trying to 
enhance the service and offer 
365 days a year coverage, which 
a voluntary service will always 
struggle to do. 

“While Magpas may not 
charge us for their doctors, 
using them is not free for us. 
There are big costs attached to 
operating out of RAF Wyton, 
which is something Magpas has 
always insisted on. 

“It also costs us £100,000 a 
year to stand down Anglia 2 
when Magpas cannot provide 
any emergency doctors.” 

“Three out of the four air 
ambulances flying in East Anglia 
and Essex are already using 
EMSC, so it is only Anglia 2 
which is the odd one out.” 

Magpas will continue to 
respond to calls using its rapid 
response land vehicles, as well 
as the Cambridgeshire police 
helicopter.

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Retrial bid in 
rape case 

A SWIMMING pool 
lifeguard has been told he 
could face a retrial on a 
rape charge after a jury 
failed to reach a verdict. 
Adam Lane, 21, who works 
at Newmarket Leisure 
Centre, had denied raping 
an 18-year-old woman in 
Thetford on the night of 
June 5. 

A jury at Norwich Crown 
Court was discharged after 
they failed to reach a 
verdict following seven and 
a half hours of 
deliberations. 

The prosecution asked for 
seven days to consider 
whether to ask for a retrial. 
During a four-day trial, the 
court heard that Lane, of 
Rede, near Bury St 
Edmunds, had met the girl 
at Club Brazilia in Bury St 
Edmunds on June 4. He 
contacted her the next day 
and arranged to meet her at 
her home in Thetford. 

Lane told the court she 
was fully consenting. 

But the victim, giving 
evidence from behind a 
screen, said he forced 
himself on her and had held 
her arms above her head.

Fire crews make purr-feet rescue 
after kitten falls 30ft down well 


A KITTEN which had fallen 30ft 
down a Victorian well was 
rescued by firefighters. 

Emergency services and the 
RSPCA were called to the 
grounds of a cottage at Beck 
Road in Isleham at 11.50am last 
Thursday and found the tiny 
animal was stuck on a ledge. 

It is thought it may have been 
there for three days. 

Even though the well was very 
narrow - little more than 2ft 
wide in places - a tripod was set 
up at the top of it and rescue 


lines were sent down. 

A firefighter wearing a 
harness winched himself down, 
picked up the kitten and put it in 
a rescue bag. 

It was then brought to the 
surface. 

Station manager Dave Allen, 
who led the operation, said: “The 
kitten was only about five weeks 
old and was wet and bedraggled, 
but the RSCPA checked it over 
and it was in good health, which 
is remarkable seeing as it fell 
about 30 feet. 


“I would say that it’s certainly 
used up one of its nine lives 
though.” 

Insp Chris Nice, from the 
RSPCA, said he believed the 
kitten had been born in the wild 
and had been in the well for 
three days. 

Last night, it was being 
treated by vets but it is hoped 
that it could be rehomed in a few 
weeks’ time. 

Insp Nice said: “The kitten 
was rather thin, bedraggled, wet 
and scared.” 


£1.2m hall 
works begin 
next month 


THE £1.2 million scheme to 
refurbish an historic civic hall 
is set to begin next month 
after councillors announced 
the contractor for the job. 

Haymills (Contractors) will carry 
out the work at Newmarket’s 
Memorial Hall over the next nine 
months. 

Contract formalities have yet to be 
completed, but members of the town 
council, which owns the hall, have 
agreed that Haymills will do the job. 

The company, whose work 
includes Cambridge colleges, the 
USAF base at Lakenheath, hospitals 
and major developments in central 
London, was chosen from “five or six” 
bidders for the project. 

The announcement was made at 
Monday’s town council’s meeting by 
Cllr Chris Turner, who chairs the 
Memorial Hall regeneration 
committee. 

He said the company was chosen 
as the “preferred contractor” after 
initial examination of the bids. 

Now company experts have carried 
out checks at the building for any 
unforeseen problems which could 
delay the work - and have found 
none. 

The checks have included surveys 
for asbestos, damp, vermin and rot. 

Cllr Turner said nothing 
unexpected had been found which

could delay the scheme or add to the 
cost. 

The scheme will include bringing 
the town council’s offices to the 
ground floor from upstairs to make 
them more accessible to the public. 

The council is currently borrowing 
£1 million of the cash needed to pay 
for the work and has authorised 
seeking a further loan of £200,000 if 
other funds cannot be found. 

The town council “inherited” the 
hall - which is nearly 100 years old - 
from Forest Heath District Council 10 
years ago. 

The district council turned down 
an application by the town council 
for a grant towards the work. But the 
district released £72,000 of “planning 
gain” cash which had been deposited 
byTesco. 

A grant of £18,000 has been 
awarded from the Corporate 
Regeneration Fund. 

Further grants are being pursued 
from the Big Lottery Fund, Suffolk 
Environmental Trust Fund, Cemex 
and the Arts Council. 

The town council is also hoping to 
get some of the £400,000 “planning 
gain” cash deposited with the district 
council by supermarket chain 
Waitrose. 


Out of hours complaints fall 


COMPLAINTS about the 
Suffolk NHS out of hours 
service have dropped during 
the six months it has been 
operated by Harmoni. 

Between April and August, 
complaints fell by 60 per cent 
while compliments rose four¬ 
fold during the same period, 
according to NHS Suffolk. The 
service also has more GPs with 
132 now available from the 77 
when it was originally set up. 

Members of the GP advisory 
board for the service include Dr 
Andrew Cornish, of Haverhill’s 
Christmas Maltings and 
Clements Surgery, and Dr 


Paddy Hopkinson, of 
MildenhalFs Market Place 
Surgery. 

Harmoni was founded in 
1996 as a GP co-operative 
called Harrow Medics On Call 
Inc and has grown to the extent 
that it is now commissioned by 
more than 20 NHS organis¬ 
ations, looking after more than 
nine million patients.

British banger a firm favourite 


SOME sausage-related facts,

S ausages, to 
me, are one of 
those foods 
where quality is 
everything. 

The meatier, fatter and 
juicier the banger is - the 
better. 

So, when Powters, 
award-winning sausage 
producers since the 1880s, 
invited me to make my 
very own from scratch - it 
was an offer I couldn’t 
refuse.

And now the firm has 
launched five new mouth¬ 
watering varieties to their 
existing three, including a 
Spicy Spanish flavour and 
a special low-fat sausage 
for the waistline-conscious 
ones among us. 


As well as being sold at 
supermarkets, markets 
and restaurants across the 
region, the range is also 
going to be stocked in 
London for the first time - 
and not just London, but 
at Harrods. 

Lood bosses at the 
world-famous department 
store got to taste them at 
the prestigious Specialist 
Line Lood Lair last month 
and, impressed with their 
quality, placed orders. 

Grant Powter, the firm’s 
managing director, said: 
“Obviously we are 
delighted and see this as a 
huge move forward. 

“Our sausages have been 
popular across the region 
for years but to have 
Harrods stocking them is a 
major milestone for us. 

“By introducing the new 
range, we are able to keep 
our firm favourites such as 
the Newmarket Sausage, 
but also able to expand on 
the variety of tastes we 
offer, which is something 
we are extremely proud of. 

“Our new varieties are 
Real Ale, Powters 
Chipolata, Spicy Spanish, 
Gluten Free, Low Lat, and 
Cider and Sage, so there 
really is a taste for 
everyone. 

“All of them are colour 
coded and now out on the 
shelves for people to try.” 

‘What is it that makes 
Powters sausages stand 
out from the rest?’ I asked 
myself as I stepped foot 
inside the factory. 

Having scrubbed my 
hands, I got to work. 

Under the watchful eye 
of Mr Powter, the factory’s 
manager Tony Tuite and

their 17-strong workforce, 

I was able to carry out each 
stage of the sausage¬ 
making process. 

From the careful de- 
boning of the pig carcass 
to filling the sausage skin 
with the mixture to 
packing them ready for 
distribution, and all the 
procedures in between, it 
was clear there is an art to 
making bangers. 

But as shown on The 
Apprentice in the first 
episode of this year’s 
series, it isn’t rocket 
science. 

According to Mr Powter, 
it is a sausage’s recipe 
that’s key. 

He explained: “ The 
Apprentice highlighted that 
in sausage production you 
really do have to go the 
whole hog. 

“Sausages that aren’t 
packed full of fresh prime 
meat look flaccid and taste 
feeble compared with a 
real red-blooded banger. 

“At Powters, we know 
that the recipe of a sausage 
is the prime thing. 

“We’re blessed really as 
our secret recipe has been 
passed through each 
generation since my great 
grandfather, William 
Harper, came to 
Newmarket in 1881. 


“You need the right 
amount of meat, the right 
amount of rusk and the 
correct quantity of 
seasoning - once you’ve 
got that right, you’re pretty 
much there. 

“I strongly believe it is 
our recipe that makes our 
sausages stand out from 
the rest plus we only use 
the prime cuts of the pig, 
such as the leg and the 
loin.” 

All the pork used to 
make Powters sausages is 
reared free-range in East 
Anglia and it is freshly 
boned by hand at the 
factory each day. 

The company 
manufacturers around six 
tonnes of sausages each 
week, some of which are 
still sold at the family’s 
original butcher’s in 
Wellington Street, 
Newmarket.

Crime falls by 10% - but 
violent incidents are up 


CRIME is down by 10 per 
cent in Cambridgeshire, 
according to figures 
released as the police force 
faces dramatic budget 
cuts. 

The number of 
burglaries and robberies 
has fallen by 20 per cent in 
the past year after it 
increased by the same 
percentage in 2008/09. But 
violent crimes are up. 

Total crime in the 
county fell by 10 per cent 
overall, with more than 
1,000 fewer victims of 
robberies and break-ins, 
according to figures 
released by the Home 
Office last week. 

The latest crime 


statistics are for the 12- 
month period to Tune this 
year. 

Compared with the 
previous 12 months, total 
crime fell in Cambridge¬ 
shire by 2 per cent more 
than the average for 
England and Wales - from 
65,338 to 58,873 offences, 
or a drop of 6,465. 

Robberies dropped by 
16 per cent, from 847 to 
712 offences, while 
burglaries dropped from 
4,473 to 3,549. 

Offences against 
vehicles, including theft of 
and from, also dropped 
significantly, by 28 per 
cent, from 8,402 to 6,049 
offences. 


Violence against the 
person rose by 7.5 per 
cent, from 9,970 to 10,711 
offences, although 
violence against the 
person with injury 
declined by just under 4 
per cent, from 4,761 to 
4,594. 

Chief Constable Simon 
Parr, who took over the top 
job from lube Spence last 
month, said: “These are 
encouraging figures, parti¬ 
cularly for total crime and 
those offences that have 
such a huge impact on 
victims, like robbery and 
dwelling burglary. There 
were 1,000 fewer victims in 
the 12 months to Tune in 
these two categories.” 


Trio accused 
of poaching 

THREE men accused of 
poaching are to stand 
trial at court. 

Buddy Jarrett, 18, Joe 
Smith, 50, and William 
Smith, 42, are each 
charged with daytime 
trespass in pursuit of 
game. 

The incident is alleged 
to have happened on 
August 20 at 
Dullingham Field, Six 
Mile Bottom, but all 
three deny the charge. 
Jarrett, of Westerham, 
Kent, Joe Smith, of 
Tonbridge, Kent, and 
William Smith, of St 
Leonards-on-Sea, East 
Sussex, will appear at 
Ely Magistrates’ Court 
on November 11. 

A pre-trial review will be 
heard and all three were 
released on unconditi¬ 
onal bail.

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Hunt for sweet chestnuts 

A CHARITY is appealing to the public to track 
down sweet chestnut trees in Cambridgeshire. 
The tree is poorly represented on the UK’s only 
living database of the country’s oldest trees, 
according to the Woodland Trust’s Ancient Tree 
Hunt. 

The charity wants to locate the trees so it can 
lobby for greater protection and monitor threats. 
So far, just five sweet chestnut trees have been 
recorded in Cambridge¬ 
shire, with the largest measuring 4.6 metres, 
near the village of Tetworth. 

Edward Parker, the Ancient Tree Hunt project 
manager at the trust, said: “We know there will 
be many more out there, so we are urging 
people to help us gain more data.” 

People are warned to be careful not confuse the 
nuts with conkers, which are inedible. Sweet 
chestnuts are in a hairy looking pod. Conkers 
have a thick smooth shell with spikes that 
resemble a sea mine.

Project will 
create pockets 
of woodland 
across district 


EAST Cambridgeshire 
looks set for an 
explosion of new trees. 

A major project has been 
launched to create small 
patches of woodland 
throughout the district. 

The scheme, entitled 
Planting Parishes, is a joint 
initiative between East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council and the Woodland

A variety of native and 
fruit trees will be planted on 
small pockets of land across 
the Soham, Ely and 
Littleport areas to create 
small woodlands and 
reduce carbon emissions.

Cllr Peter Cresswell, 
chairman of the district 
council’s community 
services committee, said: 
“For a rural area, East 
Cambridgeshire has very 
few trees and this has quite

“The council is leading 
the way by creating an acre 
of woodland at the Ely 
Country Park and then we 
will be helping individuals 
and parish councils donate 
money to create their own 
woods. 

“This is truly a wonderful 
initiative which I hope 
many people can get 
involved with. 

“I cannot think of

O VERWEIGHT

Maija Bissett barely 
left the house. 
Hiding her size 22 
frame behind 
closed doors - and 
under layers of 
baggy men's clothes 
- she hated going 
out. 

“I felt fat and 
ashamed of it,” admits 
the St Neots mum-of- 
two. “I just didn’t 
socialise, didn’t go out 
with my friends ... I’d 
lost all my self- 
confidence. Looking 
back, I wasn’t like me at 
all: I’ve always been 
really out-going. 

“But then I started 
running. And I was 
doing it for myself, not 
for anyone else. All of a 
sudden I wasn’t only a 
wife and a mum -1 was 
me again.” 

Since taking up 
running in 2007, Maija’s 
life has changed beyond 
recognition. Having 
shed an incredible five 
dress sizes, she’s now a 
trim size 12. She’s got a 
new job and a packed 
social calendar. And, 
above all, she’s happy.

run,” she smiles. “It’s a 
lot cheaper than therapy 
- and it really works!” 

When her adored 
older brother died 
suddenly, Maija says she 
was forced to reassess 
her own life - and make 
some changes. As a 
result, she decided to 
pull on her running 
shoes; the 33-year-old 
has clearly never looked 
back. 

This year alone, Maija, 
who works for the local 
council, has entered a 
whole string of races - 
including the Great 
North and South Runs - 
and has already clocked 
up more than 250km in 
aid of The Alzheimer’s 
Society. It’s a cause close 
to her heart: her beloved 
godfather, who gave her 
away on her wedding 
day, died just a few days 
ago after battling 
Alzheimer’s disease. 

“He was like a second 
dad to me but, towards 
the end, he barely 
remembered who I 
was,” adds Maija. “It’s an 
awful illness - and such 
an important cause.” 

Maija’s battle with the 
bulge began when, in 
her late teens, she left 
her native Finland for 
the UK. She came to 


Britain to do a degree at 
Newcastle University 
and, while a student, 
piled on the pounds. 

“Like most students I 
liked a drink of beer,” 
she laughs. “But once I 
started working I joined 
a gym and my weight 
was manageable; I was 
about size 16.” 

Then, in 2003, Maija 
fell pregnant with her 
first child, Grace, now 7. 
“From the moment I 
found out I was 
pregnant I was sick all 
the time. It was not 
good. The only things I 
could keep down were 
flat Coke and Jaffa Cakes 
... I ended up in 
hospital on a drip for a 
week.” 

Maija actually lost 
weight during the 
pregnancy. But, as soon 
as little Grace arrived, 
the pounds started to 
pile back on: by 2005, 
Maija’s dress size had 
shot up to a 20/22. 

“I don’t actually know 
how much I weighed, 
because I didn’t weigh 
myself,” says Maija, who 
admits she was comfort 
eating and doing almost 
no exercise. 

“I lived in baggy XXL 
clothes to cover myself 
up. I didn’t even like to 
look in the mirror. And I 
hated having my picture 
taken: there are loads of 
pictures of my husband 


Nic with the kids and 
almost none of me.” 

While pregnant with 
her son, George, now 4, 
Maija got the 
devastating news that 
her older brother had 
died suddenly, aged only 
38. 

“My mum left an 
answer machine 
message for my 
husband but I picked it 
up,” recounts Maija. “I 
can still remember every 
single word of what she 
said. It was the worst 
feeling I’ve ever had.” 

Born with a hole in his 
heart, Maija’s brother 
had battled ill-health for 
most of his life. But, 
thanks to a pacemaker, 
he’d just begun to live 
life to the full: he had his 
own business, a new 
girlfriend, was planning 
to buy his own home ... 

Then, after work one 
night, he got out of the 
car, slipped over on the 
driveway and banged 
his head; within a 
matter of days, he was in 
intensive care fighting 
for his life. 

“He had a bleed in his 
brain but it was his heart 
in the end: it was too 
worn out to cope,” 
explains Maija. 

“Our dad had died of a 
heart attack several 
years before, when I was 
22, and we’d talked a lot 
about funerals and what

we did and didn’t like. 
When my brother died I 
went into organisation 
mode: I was determined 
that his funeral would be 
perfect.” 

In the wake of the 
funeral, Maija admits 
falling into a real low. “I 
was offered bereavement 
counselling but, at the 
end of the first session, 
when I’d spent the whole 
time talking about my 
brother, the counsellor 
said ‘I’m sorry your 
husband died’; I was so 
angry I refused to do it 
again. 

“There were times, 
after George was born, 
when I handed the baby 
to my husband and said ‘I 
can’t deal with this’. But I 
got through it - and I 
think running really 
helped.” 


Maija says losing her 
brother at such a young 
age prompted her to 
make some changes in 
her own life. A keen 
runner in her schooldays, 
she decided it was time to 
hit the road again; when 
she discovered that the 
2007 Great North Run fell 
on what would have been 
her brother’s 40th 
birthday, it seemed to be 
a sign. 

“To start with I only 
went out early in the 
morning, when I thought 
nobody would see me. 
And it wasn’t easy: to start 
with I felt like I was dying; 
at times I felt physically 
sick. But Rome wasn’t 
built in a day, and neither 
was the Great Wall of 
China - you have to do it 
little by little. 

“Even buying running 


clothes was difficult: I 
remember looking at all 
these little lycra things 
and thinking ‘No way!’ 

But over time I started to 
enjoy the running more 
and more: it’s probably 
the endorphins talking, 
but it really does make 
me feel happy.” 

Completely focused on 
training, Maija says to 
begin with she hardly 
noticed she was losing 
weight. “People kept 
telling me I was losing 
weight and my jeans were 
feeling looser,” she 
remembers. “And then I 
found myself needing to 
buy size 18 clothes, 
something which hadn’t 
happened in a long time.” 

It took almost three 
and a half hours, but 
Maija made it round the 
Great North Run course 
in memory of her brother. 
It was an emotional 
moment - and she says 
the sense of achievement 
was immense. 

“I’d definitely caught 
the running bug,” adds 
Maija, who has since 
dropped a further three 
dress sizes. “Nowadays I 
run whenever I can, 
usually three times a 
week. It’s part of my life 
now.” 

Maija says running not 
only keeps her fit, healthy 
and slim, it’s given her 
back her self-confidence. 

“I’m so much more 
confident now: I have to 
meet new people almost 
every day for work and I 
don’t think twice about 
it,” she adds. “I’m back to 
the out-going, chatty me 
- and it’s great.”

Man given 
custody 
for ‘nasty’ 
racial attack 


A RACIAL attacker has 
been locked up for eight 
months. 

Nicholas Lockhart, 20, was 
sent to a young offenders’ 
institution after he admitted a 
racially aggravated assault. 

It was the third racial 
incident for which he had 
appeared in court. 

Lockhart, of Windsor Road, 
Newmarket, was also made the 
subject of a restraining order 
barring him from the Icewell 
Hill flats in the town where the 
assault happened or having 
any contact with the victim 
and his family for two years. 

Ipswich Crown Court heard 
the incident happened on 
August 2 in a communal 
hallway of the flats. 

Lockhart told the victim, 
Qumar Hyddar, to go back to 
his country and appeared to be 
goading him into a fight. 

Prosecutor Michael Crimp 
said a woman came out from a 
nearby flat and Mr Hyddar 
asked her to call the police. 

Mr Crimp said that Lockhart 
began to walk away but turned 
back on Mr Hyddar as soon as 


the woman had gone back 
inside her own flat. 

The court heard that after 
spitting in Mr Hyddar’s face 
and backing him up against a 
wall, Lockhart hit him in the 
eye and then rained down six 
or seven punches on his head 
and arms. 

After the attack Lockhart 
had walked away. Police 
arrived and he was arrested, 
admitting in interview what he 
had done. 

In mitigation, foanne Eley 
said: “Lockhart himself accepts 
that this is a nasty offence. He 
struggled with the racially 
aggravated part of it but even 
putting that to one side he 
accepts that his behaviour was 
totally inappropriate and must 
have been frightening.” 

The last month, which 
Lockhart had spent in custody, 
had given him time to reflect 
on what he had done, said 
Miss Eley. 

She said he had taken drugs 
on the day of the assault after 
learning that a relative had 
been diagnosed with cancer. 


1,500 wrong on tax credits 


ABOUT 1,500 people in 
Cambridgeshire are wrongly 
claiming tax credits, accord¬ 
ing to Government esti¬ 
mates. 

HM Revenue and Cust¬ 
oms says 2 per cent of the 
74,200 claims in the county 
are incorrect, costing the Ex¬ 
chequer £5.8 million a year. 

It estimates there were 
150,000 incorrect claims 
nationwide in 2008-09, 
representing a loss of £580 
million. 

It is warning claimants 


that they must notify 
authorities if a partner 
moves in or out because a 
deliberate failure to notify a 
change in circumstances 
could constitute criminal 
fraud and result in 
prosecution. 

Figures released last week 
show 7,200 people in 
Cambridge claimed tax 
credits in 2008-9, 6,900 in 
East Cambs, 10,700 in 
Fenland, 15,000 in Hunting¬ 
donshire and 10,200 in 
South Cambs.

Family saga played 
out in classic style 


WITNESS the sullen, 
brewing tensions of 
Tennesse Williams’ family 
drama, Cat on a Hot Tin 
Roof, in a local production. 

Some of Cambridge’s finest 
rising stars are taking to the 
stage this week to present a 
fresh reworking of this classic 
play, later made into a film 
starring Paul Newman and 
Elizabeth Taylor. 

In deepest Mississippi, it’s 
Big Daddy Pollitfs 65th 
birthday and his family have 
flocked to his 40,000-acre 
plantation to celebrate. But they 
know something he doesn’t. As 
festivities commence, secrets 
are concealed and power 
struggles are played-out on the 
quiet. 

Among the characters who 
have gathered for the party are 
Brick and Maggie, whose 
marriage is in turmoil, and 
Brick’s brother Gooper, whose 
attempts to gain control of the 
family fortune further infuriate 
Maggie. 

Maggie, though witty and 
beautiful, has escaped a 
childhood of desperate poverty 
to marry into the wealthy Pollitt 
family, but finds herself 
unfulfilled. Brick’s indifference 
and his near-continuous 
drinking dates back to the 
recent suicide of his friend 


Skipper. 

Through the evening, Brick, 
Big Daddy and Maggie—and 
indeed the entire family—must 
face down the issues which they 
have bottled up inside. Thinking 
himself blessed to be alive, Big 
Daddy attempts a reconciliation 
with the alcoholic Brick, 
reflecting on his life. Both Big 
Daddy and Maggie separately 
confront Brick about the true 
nature of his relationship with 
his pro football buddy Skipper, 
which appears to be the source 
of Brick’s sorrow and the cause 
of his alcoholism. 

During a heated and lengthy 
exchange alone, Brick explains 
to Big Daddy how Maggie, 
convinced that Brick and 
Skipper were engaged in a 
homosexual relationship, slept 
with Skipper out of revenge, 
causing Skipper to question 
himself and his friendship with 
Brick, ultimately leading to his 
suicide. 

A searing examination of 
sex, lies and a family on the 
brink of collapse, Cat on a Hot 
Tin Roof won the Pulitzer Prize 
for Drama in 1955 and is said 
to be one of the works 
Williams’ was most proud of.

I The big film 


DENNIS Hopper delivers his 
final performance as the voice 
of a wolf in Anthony Bell and 
Ben Gluck’s computer- 
animated tale of love across 
the social divide. Sadly, Alpha 
And Omega is not a fitting 
tribute to his considerable 
talents. 

Produced predominantly in 
India by Crest Animation, this 
road movie has a script which 
trades in lazy cliches and asks 
us to buy wholesale into a 
central romance that is 
destined but never deserved. 
The lack of visual 
sophistication is glaringly 
evident from the opening 
sequence: aerial shots of 
Jasper National Park in 
Canada, which the lupine 
characters call home. 
Breathtaking mountains are 
rendered flat and lifeless, tree 
canopies seems immune to 
the elements and a giant 
waterfall is a single sheet of 
water. 

The wolves are no better - the 
mane sticks in clumps to 



minimise the difficulty of 
animating each strand and 
there is a curious disconnect 
between the animals’ paws 
and the ground. 

Kate (Hayden Panettiere) is an 
alpha wolf who must marry 
another alpha to honour her 
father Winston (Danny 
Glover), the pack leader. In 
secret, he has promised Kate 
to Garth the son of Eastern 
pack leader Tony (Hopper), in 
the hope the marriage will 
unite the two tribes. 

Kate’s best friend Humphrey 
(Justin Long) secretly yearns 
for her but knows he can 
never declare his true feelings 
because he is an omega wolf 
and down the pecking order. 
His role is to play the fool and 


diffuse tensions with the help 
of fellow omegas Salty (Brian 
Donovan), Shakey (Kevin 
Sussman) and Mooch (Eric 
Price). 

When Kate and Humphrey are 
tranquillised and relocated to 
Sawtooth National Forest in 
an effort to establish a new 
wolf population, the friends 
embark on an epic road trip to 
return home. 

En route, they meet golf-crazy 
French-Canadian goose 
Marcel (Larry Miller) and his 
duck caddy, Paddy (Price 
again). 

Meanwhile, back home, 

Kate’s sister Lilly (Christina 
Ricci), a shy omega wolf, falls 
in love with Garth, potentially 
setting up a different wedding 
altogether. 

Alpha And Omega is a 
mongrel next to pedigree 
animations like Toy Story 3 
and Despicable Me. 

Directors Bell and Gluck steal 
a caribou stampede 
sequence from The Lion King 
and then recycle it a second 
time, presumably because 
they had no original ideas to 
pad the running time.

Turf is ready to roll 
into a lovely lawn

I F YOU want a beautiful 
new lawn but don’t want 
to wait long to see it 
come to fruition, then turf’s 
your answer. 

It offers the nearest solution to 
an instant lawn, can be laid 
quickly and shouldn’t need too 
much aftercare as long as the 
ground is moist and it rains within 
a couple of days of laying it. 

Many people hire contractors to 
do the job for them but if you are 
going to lay it yourself, the secret 
is in the preparation you do to the 
ground beforehand. 

First you will need to remove 
weeds, improve your soil by 
adding organic matter, address 
drainage issues and level off the 
ground on which you are laying 
the turf. 

You will need to dig over the 
site for a new lawn, breaking up 
compacted soil below the surface 
to allow free drainage when the 
turf is laid. On heavy, clay soil, 
work some sharp grit into the soil 
to help drainage. 

Rid the plot of stones by hand¬ 
picking them off before you firm 
the ground by shuffling over the 
area or laying a plank of wood 
down and walking along it,

moving the plank of wood on to 
the next bit once you’ve 
completed one line. It’s important 
the soil is firmed but not 
compacted. 

It may take some time to level 
the area, but if you don’t do this at 
the outset then the turf you lay 
may end up as a lawn with little 
hills in it which are difficult to 
mow and result in scalped areas 
mixed with patches of long grass. 

Once the grass is established, it 
takes a lot of work to correct any 
remaining lumps and bumps, so 
take care with the preparation first 
time around. 

Once you’ve firmed the area, 
rake it over, leaving the ground 
level with a surface like fine 
breadcrumbs, fill any holes and 
make sure the ground is flat. 


Then keep off the area until you 
are ready to lay your turf. 

A week or so before you lay the 
turf, add a general lawn fertiliser 
and rake it into the surface. 

You’ll need to water the ground 
gently if it doesn’t rain. 

Make sure the ground is ready 
when you order your turf, as you 
don’t want it hanging around 
because it will soon dry up and 
deteriorate. 

Turf arrives in Swiss-roll style 
lengths, which you then roll out 
on to your prepared area. 

If you can’t lay it immediately, 
open out the rolls and lay them 
flat to allow air and light to reach 
the grass. 

To lay the turf, start from the 


furthest edge. If there’s a straight 
edge to the lawn, lay a row of 
turves along that first. 

Place planks over the turf 
you’ve just laid which you can 
walk on while laying the next row 
of turves. 

The joints should be staggered 
in the same sort of pattern as a 
brick wall and the turves need to 
be butted tightly against one 
another without overlapping or 
stretching. 

When the turves are laid, firm 
them down gently by laying a 
plank on top of them and tapping 
it with a rubber mallet or the back 
of a rake. 

When you reach the edge of a 
flower bed or path, lay the turf 


over the edge and trim it with a 
stout pair of scissors or an old 
kitchen knife, following the 
curves. 

In October and November, the 
ideal time for laying turf, there’s 
usually enough rain to help the 
new lawn establish, but if not, 
water the turf thoroughly over the 
next few weeks - and keep off it 
until it has really taken root. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH - Rhus 
(Sumach) 

These small deciduous trees are 
grown primarily for their stunning 
autumn leaves which turn brilliant 
shades of red, orange and yellow 
at this time of year. 

Female plants produce strange- 


looking, velvety, crimson fruits in 
late summer before the explosion 
of colour in the autumn. The most 
popular type is R. typhina, the 
stag’s horn sumach, whose 
branches grow to 5m (15ft) or 
more if left unpruned, but be 
warned that it has a prolific 
suckering habit and tends to be 
invasive so is unsuitable for 
planting in the lawn. 

Another type, R. typhina 
‘Dissecta’, has deeply cut leaflets, 
giving it a lighter, prettier foliage 
effect. It will thrive in any 
reasonable garden soil, in a sunny 
spot. It should be pruned hard in 
February, cutting stems to around 
30cm (1ft) above ground.

Jfave your beys for Christmas 
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0ver-50s hit most 
by insurance hikes 

... but all are stung to pay for young male drivers’ mayhem 


MOTORISTS aged over 50 
have seen a huge hike in 
car insurance costs over 
the last 12 months, it was 
revealed this week. 

Insurance premiums for 
this age group have soared 26 
per cent in a year, a survey of 
more than 600,000 people by 
research firm Consumer 
Intelligence.com found. 

The average cost of 
premiums for motorists aged 
more than 50 rose from 
£355.52 in fune 2009 to 
£449.66 in fune 2010. 

The poll also revealed that 
there were big differences in 
the average premiums being 
quoted by insurers 
specialising in the 50-plus 
age group, with the highest 
quote of £563 being some 49 
per cent more than the lowest 
quote of £378. 


However, the survey 
indicated that motor insurers 
cannot rely on their 50-plus 
consumers remaining loyal to 
their brand because 81 per 
cent of this age group 
shopped around for quotes at 
renewal, and having done so, 
50 per cent decided to switch 
to another insurer. 

This shrewd behaviour has 
paid off because 87.5 per cent 
of switchers aged 50-plus 
claimed to be saving money 
on their new motor 
insurance, compared with 
84.2 per cent of the market as 
a whole. 

The 50-plus segment 
would appear to be less 
motivated by price than the 
market as a whole, with less 
than half (47 per cent) 
choosing their insurer 
because they were the 
cheapest. This compares with 


56 per cent of the whole 
switching market. 

Meanwhile the latest 
benchmark AA British 
Insurance Premium Index 
shows no respite from fast¬ 
rising premiums, as another 
record high is reached. 

Over the past quarter, 
motorists absorbed an 
increase of 11.5 per cent 
according to the Shoparound 
index, which is an average of 
the cheapest three quotes for 
each ‘customer’ in the Index 
basket of 2,800 risks. But 
over the 12 months ending 
September 30 the Shop¬ 
around cost of an annual 
comprehensive car insurance 
policy had risen by 39.3 per 
cent to £792, the biggest 
annual jump recorded by the 
Index. 

Young drivers are being hit 
with the biggest premium 


increases. Over the past 12 
months the average cost of 
insurance has jumped by 51 
per cent for those aged 
between 17 and 22: after 
shopping around for their 
cover, men of this age can 
now expect to pay an annual 
premium of around £2,500 
and women £1,400. 

■ Young driver specialist 
Marmalade warned this week 
that improving the safety of 
young drivers was the only 
way to reduce insurance 
premiums for everyone. 

“There is a minority of 
young male drivers who are 
increasing the cost of 
insurance for all road users,” 
said Nigel Lacy of 
Marmalade. “The only way 
insurance premiums can be 
reduced is if young people 
can be encouraged to drive 
more safely.”

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Fuel rises prove 
more effective 
than speed cams 


Volkswagen’s new Passat - from £18,470 


A NEW survey by 
RoadPilot has found that 
nearly half of UK 
motorists claim to have 
reduced their average 
speed in the past 12 
months, with concerns 
over rising fuel costs - 
rather than the presence 
of speed cameras and 
other traffic enforcement 
measures - cited as the 
main reason for the 
change. 

The British firm, which is

In addition, the vast 
majority (86 per cent) of 
motorists said that fuel 
efficiency and emissions 
were quite or very important 
when buying a car. 

“The cost of filling up 
seems to be a more effective 
deterrent to speeding for 
most drivers than the 
possible risk of incurring a 
speeding fine,” commented 
James Flynn OBE, CEO of 
RoadPilot. “Driving remains 
an essential part of life for 
many people in the UK, but 
clearly motorists are feeling 
the pinch at present and are 
doing whatever they can to 
reduce their monthly 
outgoings. 

“It appears that motorists 
are putting their own driving 
techniques under greater 
scrutiny than ever before, 
and as a result their average 


speeds have started to come 
down, which can only 
benefit road safety.
